Police Search

Find Ravished 
Body of Eight-Year- 
Old in Chicago 


CHICAGO IP— Angry police vow 
cd today they would “ get” the sex 
degenerate who kidnaped 8-year- 
old Mary Manzo, subjected her to 
a night of horror, and then killed 
her 
More than IOO policemen conduct­ 
ed 
a house-to-house 
search for 
clues in the southwest side slum 
district where 
the steelworker’s 
daughter lived her brief life and 
met death 
A man was to be given a lie 
test in the case today. Meanwhile 
squad cars filled with friend' and 
relatives of the dead girl roamed 
the hot 'treets, searching for more 
-u'pects 
Mary, 
a 
'nailing, 
light-hearted 
little girl, was kidnaped Monday 
evening. She was on her way home 
from a drug store, where her moth 
or had sent her with 15 cents to 
buy a rubber nipple for her 9- 
month-old baby brother 
The child’s ravished body was 
found Thursday 
by 
three 
street 
cleaners. 
It was lying in a dank, 
dark viaduct that runs a half block 
under the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
tracks. 
An 
examination 
showed that 
Mary had probably been killed by 
a blow 
on the side of her head 
.about 48 hours earlier 
She had 
been the- victim ol a bestial sexual 
attack. 
That incant the killer had kept 
Mary alive during Monday night, 
subjecting her to vile abuses. The 
viaduct 
had 
been 
searched 
and 
found empty Wednesday, so police 
theorized that M ary's body had 
been 
brought 
from 
somewhere 
nearby during the night and thrown 
down among the rubble. 
Police Lt Jam es McMahon, chief 
of homicide, turned away with a 
shudder when asked what Mary 
had endured before her death. The 
child’s mother and aunt both faint­ 
ed when they saw what the killer 
had done to the child 
. 
Mary s father. Dominie, 45. re­ 
peated over and over, "He was a 
beast. 
The man was a beast who 
did that to my little girl.” 
Veteran 
police 
ofiicer' 
said 
Mary’s 
murder 
was easily the 
most brutal crime against a child 
in Chicago since tile kidnaping, 
strangling, and dism em berm ent of 
fi year old Suzanne Degnan in 1946 
William 
Heirens, at the time a 
young college student, is serving 
a life term for the Degnan murder 
and other crimes. 
For 
the present, 
there were 
precious few clues to work on. 
One of the best leads appeared 
to be a man who accosted and 
'wore at Mary and other children 
in the area on Sunday and Mon 
dav 
There were also report' that 
Mary was seen talking to a tall 
Negro man on her way hack from 
the fatal trip to the drug store 
M ary’s 
body 
yielded 
a 
few 
clues 
Her re** tennis shoes and 
underclothing were gone and the 
pink and white dress she had woin 
for the Fourth of July holiday w as 
sm eared with coal du't. 
That led police to believe the 
killer had kept Mary’s body in a

He said that this was only 
the second operation for the equip­ 
ment, that it had been used once 
near Ridgway. 
Hose Austin has one other rig, 
now being used iii Montana, he 
stated.

The blast undoubtedly was caus­ 
ed by escaping mine gas 
Robbins 
stated that the drilling operations 
had readied BO feet below aban­ 
doned mine workings (it was learn­ 
ed that the workings were of the 
old O'Hara 8 mine which had its 
main shalt 
inst west ol 
Fourth 
street in the south part of Eldo­ 
rado) The men were getting ready

The Commerce and Labor de­ 
partm ents today attributed the ns<> 
to fi4.016.OOO persons with jobs to 
another sharp increase in factory 
as seasonal expansions 
industries. 
Che departm ents also reported 
that unemployment rose by 190,000 
to 2,679,000 persons, but the in­ 
crease was one of the .smallest in 
the post-war period for this time 
of year 
The employment total tops the 
previous record of 63.700,coo jobs 
set in August, 1953. But the total 
of jobless persons was still more 
than double the 
1,200,000 unem-

Bv I idled Press 
The House Appropriations com ­ 
mittee today cut $627,900,000 from 
the $3,266,641,750 asked by Presi 
dent Eisenhower to finance foreign 
aid in the fiscal year started July I. 
The committee charged that a 
last-minute administration rush to 
commit $951 000,000 in unspent mil 
itary aid funds piled up from last 
year’s appropriations had created 
a “ chaotic fiscal situation” in the 
program. 


Apparently nettled, the com m it­ 
tee cut $420,000,000, or 38 per cent, 
from the $1,225,000,000 sought by 
the President for arms aid to U. S. 
allies in the new fiscal year. 


The committee approved the aid 
bill just a day after Congress com ­ 
pleted action on a measure author­ 
izing $3.285,(KW,OOO for foreign aid. 
Mr Eisenhower signed tho author­ 
ization measure today. 


In addition to arms aid and oth­ 
er cuts, the committee chopped 
in half the $200,000,000 asked for a 
.special residential fund to be used 
for Asiatic development. 
The House is expected to pass 
the foreign aid money bill on Mon­ 
day.

ernment released 300.OOO doses of 
Sulk polio vaccine today for im­ 
mediate use in the nation’s nearly 
stalled m ass inoculation program. 
The shots, made by Wyeth Lab­ 
oratories, were the tirst cleared by 
the 
Public Health 
Service since 
June 
6 when 
a little 
more than 
one million shots made by the Eli 
Lilly Co. were approved. 
Today’s action means a total of 
1,837.000 
doses 
of 
vaccine 
have 
been 
released 
under 
rigid new 
safety 
standards put into effect 
May 26. 
All told, about 10,837,000 
shots 
have been released by the Health 
Service since* the mass polio ino­ 
culation program began on April 
12 
in addition to releasing the 3<K),-

ice announced two major moves to 
insure continued safety of tilt* vat 
cine and to improve it The moves:
